n@ mysteries of Australia haviag been 
ed, and the attractions of the West Ind- 
ving satisfied the philatelic hunger of 
he longest purses, we may expect the 
ntion of specialists to be directed very 
‘upon the countries of Europe. Al- 
ady there are signs of this in regard to 
eat Britain, Norway, Switzerland, and 
in, but there are iarge fields of enter- 
e still open in the stamps of Roumania, 
urkey, Greece, and others, which will re- 
uire a lot of working out. And then there 
re the smaller states, such as the ene of 
rhich I propose te make a few notes, which 
vill also have their turn. 

Iceland has probably not taken the fancy 
of collectors very much by reason of its 
yery simplicity. It hes not sinned enough 
to be interesting, uer multiplied varicties 
with the rapidity of many equally small 
states which require the formation of a 
special society for their correction. 

The philatelic history of Iceland ought to 
be looked upon by such a society asa happy 
one, but by many collectors it will be pron- 
ounced as domestically tame. Stilleven in 
a well ordered household there are to be 
found certain ups and downs which disturb 
the peace, and the study of Icelands phila- 
telic household will show sufficient variety 
to make it interesting. 

It waa not untill 1873 that this dependency 
of Denmark with its population of 70,000, 
began to issue postage stamps, and that ts- 
gue might have conumued to this day but 
for the fact that three years later tha cur- 
reney of the country was changed from 
SEILEING to AUB, 

The only fullaccount that I have come 
aeross, giving the varieties of Iceland 
stamps, waa written by Major Evans tor 
5 Mesars. Pemberton & Wilson and published 
F in their catalogue of 1882 There the writer 
gives a lint of the stamps with their different 
perforations showing which were perforated 
1214 and which 134g, while in two or three 
casze atamps were tesued with both perfor- 
ations In Moen# latest catalogue and in

Hanproor, also by Major Evans, the two 
perforations are given, but no attempt is 
made to discover to which stampa they 
were applHed. 

Moens gives the date of the firat issue as 
Ist January 1873, and it included the 2sk 
blue, 4sk carmine, 8sk brown, and i6sk 
yellow. The sk gray was not issued until 
the March folowing. The watermark in all 
Iceland stamps is the Danish crown. 

From careful mersurement of a consider- 
able number of stamps, I find that the 2sk. 
measures 1314 vertically and 14 horizontally. 
This agrees witn Senf in his catalogue. who 
heada the list with the figures 14x13}¢ but 
makes no mention of a 12!4 perforation. 

The 38k. I have only found perf. 12)4, but 
Major Evans gives it perf. 15}¢ as well 

The 4sk existain both perforations, but 
the 1214 is very much the scarcer of the two. 

The 8sk. I have only found 184g x 14. 

The l6sk. is foundin both, but the smal 
perforation is much rarer than the other. 

Of the two official stamps the 4sk green 
is perforated in both gauges but of the 
smaller perforation I have seen only one 


specimen.

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CHINESE COINS. 


A FINE COLLECTION BEQUEATHED TO THE 
SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION. 


The treasures of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute have recently been enriched by a fine 
collection of Chinese coins, said to be more 
complete than any other in the world It 
was bequeathed by G. B. Grover, formerly 
of the Chinese imperial maritime customs. 

The collection represents the coinage of 
China from 770 B. C. to the present day, im- 
cluding many specims of those peculiar 
pieces used both ay coins and religious 
molds of divers shapes, notes both govern- 
qiental and private, and thess coins of for- 
eign countries struck fiom time to time for 
for commarcial use with China, sachas the 
“dollars” of English, Dauish, American and 
Mexican manufacture, as well as the entire 
sexies of the coinage of the Anamese, Jap- 
anese, Koreans end the Mohammedan cities 
cf China itself.
